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Dean Mary,—Whod doesn’t begin planning 
holidays when June comes, with roses and 
sunshine conjuring visions of leafy shade or 
the scent of cool sea breezes? Yet, how often, 
in the middle of an exciting discussion, some- 
one breaks in with—‘‘ But I loathe the 
thought of the journey !”’ 

It is usually a woman; for men have a 
supreme gift for making themselves comfort- 
able, even on a hat train journey—or maybe 
it is a gift for getting other people to do 
it for them. 


The Right Side. 


A man, if you notice, always knows what 
seats are most comfortable in train or ‘bus. 
He always knows which side of the boat 
is going to miss the wihd and catch the sun. 
Superior knowledge counts in these matiers. 

Before you set out on your journey look 
_at the map of your route, and reckon what 
.side the sun will shine on longest; on a ’bus 
or train avoid that side like the plague, if 
you don’t want to stifle or get a-headache. 

The next strategic move is to get control of 
a window—this is even more important in a 
‘bus than in a train;.for in the latter you 
can usually, if desperate, get a breath of air 
in the corridor. 


Get There Early. 


If you can’t reserve beforehand exactly the 
position you want, be on the spot half-an-hour 
before the time and “ bag ” it. That half- 
hour will be well spent. 

Most people know enough about the art of 
travelling at ease to choose a corner seat, but 
not many realise that the most comfortable 
place in a 'bug is in the middle, between the 
sets of wheels, Here you escape most of the 
jogging and vibration, and are equi-distant 
from fumes in front and smokers behind. 

Comfortable clothes are most important, and 
pockets are sc HE essential. It is thanks 
to the multiplicity of pockets with which the 
tailor roars him that a man escapes the 
agitation of hunting for a lost ticket or 
scrambling wildly for small change to tip 
the porter while the taxi ticks up the fare. 


Wear Two Coats. 


The best solution of this problem, I have 
found, is to wear two coats—a costume coat 
or cardigan with kets and a light over- 
coat or. raincoat with pockets too.

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OUR HEALTH AND 
HABITS. 
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NECESSITY OF EARLY 
TRAINING. 


o-—-—- 
(By a Medical Officer of Health.) 


There is a common saying that we are all 
creatures of habit, and how true this is in 
reference to health—for our health is depen- 
dent on habit to a far greater extent. than is 
usually appreciated. 

In the infant many, or most, of its actions 
are controlled or stimulated by instinct, but, 
as the child develops, it progresses by ex- 
perience and imitation, and of necessity its 
imitation follows the lines of the actions or 
habits of those around it in everyday life. 
These various actions, good or bad, are 
imitated repeatedly until they become a 
habit, and in the male especially is this habit, 
can be eradicated by education, moulding 
or training. If, on the other hand, 
they are good, they can be stimulated 
or cultivated, so that good points are gradu- 
ally drawn out and extended, and this holds 
good for both physical and mental habits, 
actions, and even thoughts. 

Our everyday lives are full of habits, good 
and bad. We clothe ourselves according to 
habit, and in the male especialy 1s this habit, 
from a health point of view, bad. Many 
people live in cramped surroundings, devoid 
of fresh air, and seldom reached by sunshine, 
because they have known no better and 
simply follow the habits of their forefathers. 

Men rigidly stick to a stereotyped - dress, 
admittedly unhealthy and unhygienic, in spite 
of all that is preached, and simply because 
of habit—or, perhaps, of desire not to appear 
different from others. 

Now is the time to take stock and to think 
what habits we should encourage and what 
discourage. I need not stress the latter, but 
would stress some of the former. 

Encourage the habits of living in fresh air 
and sunshine, opening. all windows day and 
night, to. admit fresh air, drawing back the 
eurtains and admitting the sunshine. 

See that the children get the right sort of 
food, plenty of exercise, and plenty of sleep. 
Encourage them to read the proper kinds of 
books; study art, music, literature, and the 
beautiful things in life, and help them to 
maintain a healthy mind, as well as a healthy 
body; for a person can never be really 


healthy. unless his- mind, as well as his body,’ 


is clean and healthy. Remember the very 
powerful force of example, and ‘‘ Manners 
maketh man.”
